CHAPTER I. 


ORIGIN OF THE UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST. 


[xn the eighteenth century it pleased the Lord our God to 
aken persons in different parts of the world who should 
se up the Christian religion from its fallen state and 
ach the gospel of Christ crucified in its purity. 

About the middle of said century, the Lord, in mercy, 
nembered the Germans in America, who, living scat- 
ed in this extensive country, seldom had an opportunity 
hear the gospel of a crucified Savior preached to them 
their native language. 

Among others, he raised up WILLIAM OTTERBEIN and 
\RTIN BorHM, in the State of Pennsylvania, and GnORGE 
GUETHING, in the State of Maryland, armed them with 
rit, grace, and strength to labor in his neglected vine- 
rd, and to call, among the Germans in América, sinners 
repentance. These men obeyed the eall of their Lord 
j Master. Their labors were blessed, and they estab- 
ied in many places excellent societies and led many 
‘cious souls to Jesus Christ. Their sphere of action 
‘ead more and more, so that they found it necessary to 
k about for more fellow-laborers to toil in the vineyard 
the Lord; for the harvest was great and the laborers 
re few. The Lord called others, who were willing to 
rote their strength to his service. Such persons were 
‘epted by one or another of the preachers as fellow- 
\orers. 

The number of members in the society in different parts 
‘the country continued to increase as time passed, and 
| gracious work of reformation spread throush the 
ites of Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Virginia. Several 
‘tat meetings were appointed and held annually. On 
th occasions OTTERBEIN would hold particular conver- 
ions with the preachers then present, and represent to 
m the importance of the ministry and the necessity of 
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their utmost endeavors to save souls. At one of these meet 
ings it was resolved to hold a conference of all the preach 
ers, in order to consider in what manner they might b 
most useful. 

The first conference was held in the city of Baltimore 
Maryland, in the year of our Lord 1789. The followin 
preachers were present:

The second conference was held in Paradise Township 
“York County, Pennsylvania, at the house of BRoTHEI 
JoHN SPANGLER, in the year of our Lord 1791. The fol 
lowing preachers were present:

After mature deliberations as to how they might labo 
most usefully im the vineyard of the Lord, they again ap: 
pointed as fellow-laborers such as they had come to be 
lieve had experienced true religion in their souls, 

Meantime, the number of members continued to increase 
and the preachers were obliged to appoint an annual con 
ference, in order to unite themselves more closely and t 
labor more successfully in the vineyard of the Lord; fo 
some had been Presbyterians or German Reformed, somé 
Lutherans, and others Mennonites. ‘They accordingly ap 
pointed a conference to be held on the 25th of September 
1800, in Frederick County, Maryland, at the house o! 
BROTHER FREDERICK KEMP. The following preachers we 
present :

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‘here they united themselves into a society which bears 
name “UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST,” and elected 
LLIAM OTTERBEIN and MarTIN BoEHM as superintend- 
s, or bishops, and agreed that each of them should 
'e liberty as to the mode of baptism, to administer it 
ording to his own convictions. 
‘rom this time, the society increasing still more and 
re, preachers were appointed to travel regularly, as the 
nber of preaching-places could not otherwise be sup- 
xd. The work soon extended imto the States of Ohio and 
ntucky. It then became necessary to appoint a con- 
ence in the State of Ohio, because it was thought too 
orious for the preachers who labored in those States 
travel annually such a great distance to conference. 
Meantime, MARTIN BorHM and GEORGE A. GUETHING 
d, and BisHop OTTERBEIN desired that another bishop 
mild be elected (because infirmity and old age would 
: permit him to superintend any longer,) who should 
ce charge of the society, and preserve discipline and 
ler. It was resolved at a former conference that when- 
wr one of the bishops died another should be elected in 
place. Accordingly, CHRISTIAN NEWCOMER was elected 
hop, to take charge of and superintend the concerns of 
: society. 
The want of a book of discipline in the society had long 
m deeply felt. Partial attempts to provide one had been 
de at different times. Hence it was resolved, at the 
iference held in the State of Ohio, that a General Con- 
‘ence should be held, in order to provide the same, in a 
mner not derogatory to the Word of God. The members 
this conference were to be elected from among the 
sachers in the different parts of the country by a vote 
the society in general.

The conference convened on the 6th of June, 1815, near 
t. Pleasant, Westmorcland County, Pennsylvania. Afte1 
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mature deliberation, they presented to their brethren 
Book of Discipline, containing the doctrine and rules 
the Church, desiring that these, together with the Wo 
of God, should be strictly observed, and admonishing 
membership in the following manner: " 

God is a God of order; but where there is no order 
no church discipline, the spirit of love and charity will 
lost. 

Therefore, brethren, we beseech you to follow the e 
ample of our Lord, as it is written, “Be kindly affection 
one to another with brotherly love; in honor preferri 
one another.’ Let the mind be in you which was 
Christ, who took upon him the form of a servant, hu 
bled himself, and became obedient unto death, even th 
death of the cross, that by his grace we may submit oul 
selves one to another in the fear of God. He who will no 
submit is in want of humble love. Jesus said, ““Whosoeve 
of you will be the chiefest, shall be servant of all.” “B 
this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye hay 
love one to another.” “He that loveth not his brothe 
abideth in death.” Let us walk in newness of life, tha 
the prayer of our Lord may be answered in us; that w 
may be one in him, and that he may give us the glor; 
which he gave to his disciples, that we may be one, evel 
as he and the Father are one. Therefore, beloved breth 
ren, let us strive to be like-minded, having the same love 
being of one accord, of one mind. Let no one speak oO 
think evil of his brother but pray God that he may gran 
us his spirit, and an earnest desire to lead a truly devote 
life, to the honor and glory of his holy name. Amen. | 


Epirors’ Nory.—The foregoing account of. the origin of th 
CHURCH OF THE UNITED BRETHRDN IN CHRIST appeared in th 
Discipline of 1815, the first Discipline published. Only th 
slightest changes in phraseology, as the years haye passed, havi 
been made. The place of the Conference of 1800, given 4 
I'rederick Kemp’s, is the same as the residence of Peter Kemp 
as in the history of the United Brethren Church, the two me! 
being father and son, and the farm passing from the possessiol 
of one to that of the other. The present Discipline contain:

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CHAPTER Ii. 


CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


VY the name of God, we declare and confess before all 
the followimg articles of our belief: 


Article I—Of God ana the Holy Trinity. 
Je believe in the only true God, the Father, the Son, 
the Holy Ghost; that these three are one—the Father 
she Son, the Son in the Father, and the Holy Ghost 
al in essence or being with the Father and the Son. 


Article II—Of Creation and Providence. 
Te believe that this triune God created the heavens and 
earth, and all that in them is, visible and invisible;

Te believe in Jesus Christ; that he is very God and

Jesus suffered and died on the cross for us, was bur- 
rose again on the third day, ascended into heaven, 
sitteth on the right hand of God, to intercede for us;

Article IV.—Of the How Ghost.

Article V—Of the Holy Scriptures.

x0d as the only réle and guide in faith and practice. 


Article VI -—Of the Church. 

We believe in a holy Christian church, composed of 
believers, in which the word of Godis preached by 
divinely called, and the ordinances are duly admimiste 
that this divine institution is for the maintenance of wi 
ship, for the edification of believers, and the conversion 
the world to Christ. 


Article VII—Of the Sacraments. : 

We believe that the sacraments, baptism and the Lord 
Supper, are to be used in the Church, and should be p 
ticed by all Christians; but the mode of baptism and 
manner of observing the Lord’s Supper are always to I 
left to the judgment and understanding of each individua 
Also, the baptism of children shall be left to the jud 
ment of believing parents. 

The example of the washing of feet is to be left to tl 
judgment of each one, to practice or not. 

Article VIII.—Of Depravity. 

We believe that man is fallen from original righteo 
ness, and, apart from the grace of our Lord Jesus Chris 
is not only entirely destitute of holiness, but is inclined 
evil, and only evil, and that continually; and that ex 
a man be born again he cannot see the kingdom of ee 


Article IX.—Of Justification. a 
We believe that penitent sinners are justified before Go 
only by faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, and not by wor 
yet that good works in Christ are acceptable to God, 
spring out of a true and living faith. 


Article X.—Of Regeneration and Adoption. 

We believe that regeneration is the renewal of the h 
of man after the image of God, through the word, by 
act of the Holy Ghost, by which the believer receiives 1 
spirit of adoption, and is enabled to serve God with 
will and the affections. 
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Article XI—Of Sanctification. 
fe believe that sanctification is the work of God’s 
e, through the word and the Spirit, by which those 
have been born again are separated in their acts, 
ds, and thoughts from sin, and are enabled to live 
» God, and to follow holiness, without which no man 
1 see the Lord. 


Article XII.—Of the Christian Sabbath. 

Te believe that the Christian Sabbath is divinely ap- 
ted; that it is commemorative of our Lord’s resurrec- 
from the grave and is an emblem of our eternal rest; 
it is essential to the welfare of the civil community, 
to the permanence and growth of the Christian church, 
that it should be reverently observed as a day of holy 
and of social and public worship. 


Article XIII—Of the Future State. 
Te believe in the resurrection of the dead; the future 
xral judgment; and an eternal state of rewards, in 
ch the righteous dwell in endless life, and the wicked in 
less punishment.

CHAPTER III. 


CONSTITUTION. 


In the name of God, we, the members of the CuuRcH 0 
THE UNITED BRETHREN IN Curist, for the work of th 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ, for th 
more speedy and effectual spread of the gospel, and i 
order to produce and secure uniformity in faith and prac 
tice, to define the powers and business of the General Cor 
ference as recognized by this Church, and to preserve ix 
violate the popular will of the membership of the Churel 
do ordain this CONSTITUTION : 


Article I. 


SEcTION 1. All ecclesiastical power herein granted t 
enact or repeal any rule or rules of Discipline is vested i 
a General Conference which shall consist of elders an 
laymen elected in each annual-conference district through 
out the Church. The number and ratio of elders and lay 
men, and the mode of their election, shall be determine 
by the General Conference. 

Provided, however, That such elders shall have stood a 
elders in the conferences which they are to represent fo 
no less time than three years next preceding the meetin 
of the General Conference to which they are elected; an 
that such laymen shall be not less than twenty-five year 
of age, and shall have been members of the Church si: 
years, and members in the conference districts which the 
are to represent at least three years next preceding th 
meeting of thie General Conference to which they are elected 

Sec, 2. The General Conference shall convene every fou 
years, and a majority of the whole number of delet 
elected shall constitute a quorum. 

Src. 3. The ministerial and lay delegates shall delib 
erate and vote together as one body; but the General Con 
ference shall have power to provide for a vote by separat 
orders whenever it deems it best to do so; and in suc 
cases the concurrent vote of both orders shall be necessag 
to complete an actian. 
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sec. 4. The General Conference shall at such session, 
t bishops from among the elders throughout the Church 
» have stood six years in that capacity. 
EC. 5. The bishops shall be members ew officio and pre- 
ng officers of the General Conference; but in case no 
lop be present, the Conference shall choose a president 
tem. 
EC. 6. The General Conference shall determine the 
iber and boundaries of the annual conferences. 
EC. 7. The General Conference shall have power to 
ew the records of the annual conferences and see that 
business of each annual conference ig done strictly in 
dance with the Discipline, .and approve or annul, as 
case may require. 
EC. 8. The General Conference shall have full control 
he United Brethren Printing Establishment, the Home 
sionary Society and the Foreign Missionary Society 
al successors to the Home, Frontier, and Foreign Mis- 
ary Society of the United Brethren in Christ), the 
rch Hrection Society, the general Sabbath School Board, 
Board of Education, and the Bonebrake Theological Sem- 
y. It shall also have power to establish and manage 
other organization or institution within the Church 
*h it may deem helpful in the work of evangelization. 
xc. 9. The General Conference shall have power to es- 
sh a court of appeals. 
xc. 10. The General Conference may—two-thirds of the 
bers elected thereto concurring—propose changes in, or 
tions to the Confession of Faith; provided, that the 
urrence of three-fourths of the annual conferences shall 
ecessary to their final ratification. 


Article IT. 


ie General Conference shall have power as provided 
Iticle I., Section 1, of this Constitution, to make rules 
regulations for the Church; nevertheless, it shall be 
et to the following limitations and restrictions : 

‘CTION 1. The General Conference shall enact no rule 
rdinance which will change or destroy the Confession 
aith, and shall establish no standard of doctrine con- 
' to the Confession of Faith.

Sec. 3. The General Conference shall enact no rw 
which will deprive local preachers of their votes in 
annual conferences to which they severally belong. 

Src. 4. The General Conference shall enact .no ru 
which will abolish the right of appeal. 


Article ITI. 

SEcTION 1. We declare that all secret combinations whit 
infringe upon the rights of those outside their orgar 
zation and whose principles and practices are injurior 
to the Christian character of their members are contra 
to the Word of God, and that Christians ought to have 1 
connection with them. 

The General Conference shall have power to enact su 
Tules of discipline with respect to such combinations as 
its judgment it may deem proper. 

Src. 2. We declare that human slavery is a violatis 
of human rights and contrary to the Word of God. It she 
therefore in no wise be tolerated among us. 


Article IV. 

The right, title, interest, and claim of all property, bo 
real and personal, of whatever name or description, ¢ 
tained by purchase or otherwise, by any person or Pi 
sons, for the use, benefit, and behoof of the Church of t 
United Brethren in Christ, are hereby fully recognized, a 
held to vest in the Church aforesaid. 


Article Y. 

Section 1. Amendments to this Constitution may 
proposed by any General Conference,—two-thirds of 1 
proposed by any General Conference—two-thirds of t 
shall be submitted to vote of the membership through¢ 
the Church, under regulations authorized by said conf 
ence. 

A majority of all the votes cast ‘upon any submit! 
amendment shall be necessary to its final ratification. 

Src. 2. The foregoing amended Constitution shall be 
force from and after the first Monday after the sect 
Thursday of May, 1889, upon official proclamation the 
of by the board of bishops; provided that the Gene 
Conference elected for 1889 shall be the lawful legislat 
body under the amended Constitution, with full power, |

CHAPTER IV. 
MEMBERS. 
SEcTIOoN I. 

RECEPTION OF MEMBERS. 


When at any meeting there are persons who desire 
unite with the Church, the officiating minister shall 
the applicants forward and address them as fellows: 
YEAR FRIENDS: Inasmuch as you present yourselves for 
fission into the Church of the United Brethren in 
ist, we rejoice with you that through the grace of God 
have been brought to a knowledge of the truth, and 
e been-made partakerg of his great salvation. The 
ileges you seek are above price, and the duties enjoined 
solemn. It is proper that you publicly confess your 
h and avow your purpose by answering the following 
stions : 


Questions to Applicants. 

(1) Do you believe the Bible to be the word of God, 
that therein only is contained the knowledge of the 
of salvation? 

2) Do you believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God, 
do you ‘accept him as your personal Savior? 

3) Are you determined by the grace of God to follow 
St, renouncing the world and all ungodliness, seeking 
‘ad a life of holiness and devotion to God and his cause? 
t) Are you willing to be governed by our Church 
ipline? 

') Will you contribute to the support of the gospel as 
-prospers you? 

'\) Have you been baptized? 

f the answer to this question be in the negative, then 
applicant shall be instructed to attend to the duty as 
as practicable. ] ; 


Acceptance of Applicants. 


If the persons answer the above questions in the 
native. and no lawful objections be made by any mem- 
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ber, then the preacher shall give his right hand to suc 
persons as members of our Church. Then the members « 
the Church will stand, and the minister will repeat th 
covenant, as follows: ‘Do you, the members of the Chure 
of the United Brethren in Christ, enter into a covena 
with this applicant [or these applicants] for membershi 
and promise to watch over, instruct, counsel, and cheri 
him [or her or them] with all long-suffering, gentleness, at 
love?” The Church will then answer, “By the grace of Go 
we will.’ After which the hand of fellowship may | 
extended. The preacher shall then register the names 
the accepted members in the Church record. 


Committee on Applicants. for Membership. 

4. A local church, when it deems it advisable for its pl 
tection against imposition, may appoint a committee | 
applicants for membership, who, together with the past 
may make inquiry as to the advisability of admitting su 
applicants to membership in the Church according to t 
foregoing requirements. 


Receiving Children. 


5. Believing, according to the teaching of Jesus, th 
little children are in the kingdom of heaven, pastors 4 
authorized to enroll children under the watch care of t 
Church when parents so desire, and to receive into f 
membership children who publicly confess Christ as thi 
Savior. 

Pastors are required to instruct children in the Word 
God and the principles and duties of the Christian life. 


Receiving Persons from Other Churches. 


6. When persons come to us with certificates of go 
standing in other recognized evangelical churches, they sh 
answer the fourth and fifth questions affirmatively, and 1 
hand of fellowship may be given them as in other cases. 


Seekers. 

7. Any persons giving evidence that they are since 
seeking the Lord may be received under the watch car 
the Church by having their names placed upon the ch 
book, but shall not be reported as members, nor shall 
have a yote in the Church until they shall have confor 
to the conditions in this section relating to the rece 
of members. 
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3. If any person thus received under the watch care of 
: Church shall cease to manifest a desire to seek the 
td, the preacher im charge, by the consent of the local 
rch or the official board, may, at any time, after per- 
al but unsuccessful labor for his salvation, drop the 
ne of such seeker.

Section IT. 
DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 
Means of Grace. 

Every member shall endeavor to lead a godly life; 
‘rye the ordinances of God's house, namely, baptism and 
remembrance of the sufferings and death of our Lord 
is Christ; be diligent in prayer, particularly in private, 
for his own edification attend our prayer meetings, class- 
‘ings, and meetings for public worship. 


Family Piety. 
Heads of families should never omit to pray with 
families, morning and evening, and to set them a 
example in all the Christian virtues. : 


Singing. f ; 

It is the duty of all the people of God to sing his 
es, and to sing them in the great congregation as well 
1 the private circle. It is therefore earnestly advised 
all our people cultivate vocal music so that the sing- 
1 our congregations may be improved. As a help to 
end, let all our people provide themselves with hyma- 
3 for use in public and social worship. 


Love to Others. 

Every one should strive to walk as in the presence 
od, and accustom himself to a close communion with 
in all his employments. He should never speak evil 
s fellow men, but practice love toward friend and foe, 
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i 
do good to the poor, and endeavor to be a follonas of Jes 
Christ indeed. 


Sabbath Observance. 

5. Every one shall keep the Sabbath day holy, as 1 
quired in the Word of God; neither buy nor sell, but spe 
the same in exercises of devotion, in reading and heari 
the Word of God, and im singing spiritual hymns to t 
honor and glory of God. 


Obedience to Government. 

6. It is the duty of every member to lead a qui 
peaceable, and godly life among men; as it becomes 
Christian to live in peace and be subject to the higher 
ruling powers, as the Word of God requires. 


Sunday Schools. 
7. It is the duty of our members to encourage our SI 
day schools by their presence, and always to give th 
their aid and influence. 


Young People’s Society. 

8. It is the duty of the young members of the Chu 
to join the Young People’s society and by faithfulness to 
requirements seek to develop Christian character and | 
ciency in Christian work. 


Support of the Gospel. 

9. It is the duty of all members of the Church to pay 
ward the support of the itinerant ministry, weekly, mont 
or quarterly, in proportion to their ability, as God has p 
pered them; for the Lord hath ordained that they who pre 
the gospel shall live of the gospel. (I. Cor. 9: 14° Ea 
5:18.) It is earnestly urged that all our people prac 
the Bible method of weekly contributions. “Upon the | 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him in st 
as God hath prospered him.” (I. Cor. 16: 2.) 


Delinquent Members. : 

10. Any member refusing to pay toward the suppor 
the Church may be reported by the steward to the clas 
official board, and, if refusal is persisted in, may be suspel 
or expelled, as the local church or official board may 
termine. In case a member is suspended, all his privi 
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d functions as a member of the Church cease during such 
spension. - 


Support of General Interests. 


li. It is also the duty of all our members to contribute, 
‘ording to their ability, to the support of the various 
1evolent interests of the Church. 


Receiving Ministers. 
12. It is the duty of all districts, stations, circuits, and 
ssions cheerfully to receive the preachers appointed by 
| stationing committees of the respective conferences. 


Care of the Poor. 


18. Bach member of our Church should willingly and 
ely contribute quarterly, or oftener if need be, as God 
3 prospered him (I. Cor. 16:2), to the support of the 
pless poor, 

14. When it is known by any of our class-leaders 
it there are poor members of the class, who by sick- 
ss, accident, or other circumstances have been brought 
want, it shall be the duty of the leader in charge 
wait upon the class, or to appoimt some one to do so, to 
t such aid, money, clothing, or produce, as the circum- 
mees may require. Should any one class be unable to 
ieve its poor, this shall then be made known to the pas- 
, whose duty it shall be to inform the different classes 
his charge; and if it should so happen that any one 
irge should be unable to meet the wants of the poor, it 
ill be the duty of the conference superintendent to present 
‘ matter to the quarterly conferences of the different 
irges, so that the unavoidably poor of our Church may be 
ovided for. (I. John 3:17; Ps. 12:1, 2.) 


Nonconformity to the World. 
15. Inasmuch as the Lord has commanded us not to be 
formed to this world (Rom. 12:2), but to lay apart all 
hiness and superfluity of naughtiness (Jas. 1:21), and 
the principles of the Christian religion, as taught by 
hh the precepts and example of the meek and adorable 
vior, are in strict and perfect accordance with these 
omandments, we therefore humbly beseech and admonish 
| members of our Church to observe these divine precepts.

16. Let us be deeply sensible of the evil of a division 
principle, spirit, or practice, and of its dreadful con 
quences to ‘ourselves and others. If we are united, w 
can stand before us? If we are divided, we shall inju 
ourselves, the work of God, and the souls of men. Ther 
fore, ; 
(1) Let us be deeply convinced of the absolute nece 
sity of union. 

(2) Let us pray earnestly for one another, and = 
truly and freely to one another. 

(3) When we meet, let us not part without praye 
if prayer is at all practicable. 

(4) Let us take great care not to despise one another 
gifts. 

(5) Let us never speak lightly of one another. 

(6) Let us defend one another’s character in ever} 
thing, as far as is consistent with truth. 

(7) Let us labor, in honor each preferring another b 
fore himself. 

(8) Let us seriously examine the causes, aie ar 
cures of heart and church diyisions.. 


Duty of Obedience. 


17. The foregoing rules are drawn up for the bett 
regulation of our Church, and we believe that they a 
founded upon the Word of God, and that their observant 
is incumbent upon all members. Should any violate or ha 
ually neglect these rules, they shall be admonished to 
mation by their respective class-leaders, and should 
not reform, they shall be suspended or expelled, as the 
may require, by vote of the local church or official boa 
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Section III. 


TRIAL OF MEMBERS. 
Personal Trespass. 


When members trespass against one another, let the 
Owing directions be followed: 
If thy brother shall trespass against thee, go and tell 
1 his fault between thee and him alone; if he shall hear 
e, thou hast gained thy brother. But if he will not hear 
e, then take with thee one or two more .. . And 
he shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto the church; 
if he neglect to hear the church, let him be unto thee as 
heathen man and a publican” (Matt. 18:15-17); that 
he shall be expelled by the local church or official board. 


Immoral Conduct. 


; In case of a member accused of immoral conduct, 
class or official board shall appoint one or more to 
t the accused person, and if possible reclaim him; but if 
uccessful, and the guilt be denied, he shall be tried by a 
imittee of said class or board chosen by the parties con- 
aed, with the preacher in charge of the circuit or station 
shairman; and, if found guilty, the accused shall be ex- 
ed unless satisfaction be given. If the accused refuse

4 Yet cases may occur where it would be expedient 
choose a committee from some other class or classes 
o the one to which the parties belong, in which 
s it shall be lawful to do so. “Also, an elder may be 
sen as chairman, should the preacher in charge. deem 
_to be best. Should any member be dissatisfied with the 
‘sion, an appeal may be had to the quarterly conference, 
giving notice thereof to the preacher in charge, or sec- 
ty of the committee. (See Chapter X., Section I.) In 
1 cases, however, the same persons shall not sit in 
fment on the same case. 


Disobedience to the Order of the Church. 

In cases of neglect of duty of any kind, imprudent 
luet, indulging sinful] tempers or words, or disobedience 
he order and discipline of the Church: First, let pri- 

reproof be given by the preacher or leader; and iv 
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I 
there be an acknowledgment of the fault, proper humil 
tion, and a promise to reform, the person may be bor 
with. On a second offense, the preacher or leader sh 
take with him one or two faithful members. On a thi 
offense, let the case be brought before the local chur 
official board, or a select committee; and if there be 
satisfactory humiliation, the offender shall be expelled 
vote of the local church or official board. In case t 
accused shall deny his guilt and demand a trial, and th 
be a reasonable doubt or question about his guilt, he sh 
be tried by a committee, and, if found guilty, he shall 
expelled. In case of trial under this clause, the leader sh 
act in behalf of the local church; or, if the leader be 1 
offender, the steward shall act ‘as prosecutor. 


Disputes. 

4. In case of a dispute between members or preache 
the preacher to whom it shall be known shall inquire i 
the circumstances of the case, and, if necessary, shall r 
ommend to the contending parties a reference to a cc 
mittee consisting of one arbiter chosen by the plaint 
and another by the defendant, and a third by these tv 
then these three are to decide. But, if the preacher 
whom the dispute is known shall refuse or neglect to 
then the quarterly conference shail appoint some one 
carry out the rule; and, if either or both disputants ref 
to choose an arbiter, the quarterly conference shall appo 
the first and second, and these two a third, who shall h 
the case and decide. 


Right of Appeal. 

5. Should either party be dissatisfied with the decisi 
an appeal may be taken to the next quarterly confere’ 
for a second arbitration, where each party shall choose t 
arbiters, and the four shall choose a fifth, a decision 0; 
majority of whom shall be final. Any member refusing 
abide by this decision shall be expelled without furt 
trial. Members of the church or congregation who | 
present at a local church trial, but take no part in 8 
trial, are not disqualified because of said presence fr 
sitting on the case, if an appeal is taken from the decis 
reached by said church. 
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: Going to Law Forbidden. 
5. Any member refusing, in case ‘of debt or dispute, to 
er the matter to arbitration when recommended to him 
a preacher or leader, or who shall enter into lawsuit 
th another member before these measures are taken, 
all be dealt with as in case of other immoralities, ex- 
ot when the case is of such a nature as-to require and 
stify a process at law, as in acting as admimistrators, or 
ten a member is in danger, by delay, of suffering a loss 
property. ; 


Record of Trials. 


7. <A faithful record of the proceedings of any church 
al conducted in a local church shall_be kept by the 
urch clerk in a book provided for that purpose; and it 
all be his duty, in case of an appeal, to furnish his 
sord to the quarterly conference. 


Oréer in Trials. 
8. All church trials shall be conducted in a consistent 
iristian manner, withovt the employment of magistrates 
d attorneys to adminirter oaths and conduct investiga- 
ys. 


Section IV. 
TRANSFER AND WITHDRAWAL OF MEMBERS. 


Certificate of Transfer of Members. 
41. When a member of our Church removes from one 
istoral charge to another, he shall obtain a certificate of 
ansfer by a majority vote of the membership, or official 
ard, of the local church of which he is a member, signed 
+ the pastor, or if there is no pastor, by the class-leader, 
e certificate to be in the form of No. 1, Section I., Chapter 
XXII., of our Book of Discipline. 
A footnote shall be subjoined to all certificates of trans- 
r, as follows: 
Norze—This is not a letter of dismissal from our Church, 
1d it does not terminate the connection of the member 
ith the local church which grants the transfer until it 
deposited with another church. 


Transfer of Non-Resident Members. 
2. In case any member of our Church who does not 
‘side in reach of a local church shall make application to 
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the pastor for a certificate of transfer, the pastor may iss 
such certificate to said member if his Christian life is kno} 
to be good, and he has settled all his church dues, subser 


tions, and assessments. 


Notice of Forwarding Certificates. 


3. The pastor who issues a certificate of transfer — 
provided in either of the preceding sections shall, if pr: 
ticable, forward such certificate, with proper notice a 
explanation to the pastor of the charge to which the me 
ber receiving the certificate shall remove. In case we ha 
no church in the locality to which a member removes, t 
pastor shall report the name to the conference superinter 
ent, or bishop, or home missionary secretary. 


Notice of Reception of Members on Certificate. 

4. When a pastor shall have received a member on a e¢ 
tificate of transfer, he shall notify the pastor, or class-leadi 
of the local church from which it was issued, and sa 
pastor, or leader, shall enter on the church record opposi 
the name of the transferred member, the words, “Remoy 
by certificate of transfer.” 


Certificate of Recommendation. 

5. When a member of our Church shall remoye fro 
one of our pastoral charges to another, and shall ma 
application to the pastor for a letter of recommendati 
by which he may unite either with one of our local church 
or with another evangelical church, said member may — 
entitled to receive such certificate of recommendation by 
majority vote of the membership, or official board of t 
local church of which he is a member, signed by the paste 
or, if there is no pastor, by the class-leader; provided, th 
the good standing of said member is evidenced by the sett! 
ment of all his church dues, subscriptions, and assessment 
and-by his observance of the rules of our Church pertai 
ing to the “Duties of Members” contained in Section I. 
Chapter IV., of our Discipline, said certificate to be |

Limitation of Certificates. 


6. <A certificate issued to a member of our Church :

Amenability of Certified Member. 


A member receiving a certificate of transfer, or rec- 
nendation, is amenable to the local church by which it 
granted until said certificate is deposited with some 
‘r local church, or until the certificate expires by limi- 
on. 


Disposal of Delinquent Non-Resident Members. 


In case a member moves from a pastoral charge and 
s to report to the local church of which he is a mem- 
at least once each conference year, he may be marked 
moved without certificate.” 


Certificate of Withdrawal. 


If a member of our Church desires to withdraw from 
Church, and his Christian life has been good, and he 
settled all his church dues, subscriptions, and assess- 
its, he shall be entitled to a certificate of honorable with- 
wal from the Church by a majority vote of the member- 
, or Official board of the local church of which he is 
1ember, signed by the pastor, or, if.there is no pastor, 
the class-leader, said certificate to be in the form of 
3, Section I., of Chapter XXXII., of our Discipline. 


Membership of Preachers. 


0. An annual-conference member may be received into

Elements for the Lord’s Supper.

Dismissal for Delinquency:

Licensing Preachers. 


It shall have power to grant license to preach accord- 
to the provisions of Chapter VI., Ministry of the Church. 


Renewing Licenses.

Recommending to the Annual Conference. 


. The quarterly conference may recommend to the 
ial conference licentiates of one or more years’ stand- 
who have completed the course of reading required. 


Financial Secretaries.

16. Any preacher dissatisfied with the decision o 
quarterly conference shall, within thirty days after 
quarterly conference, notify the secretary, in writing, 
his intention to appeal, together with his reasons for

Renewal of License.

liscretion of the quarterly conference. 


Recommendation to Annual Conference. 

After a quarterly-conference preacher has stood in 
relation at least one conference year, or longer at the 
etion of the quarterly conference, it may recommend 
to the annual conference, and if not received he shall 
iin his former relation. The recommendation shall be 
d by the secretary of the quarterly conference and the 
‘rence superintendent.

Preacher's Transfer. : 

lO. A preacher-or elder who has labored in the bounds 
an annual conference other than the one to which he 
ongs for two years, shall be required to obtain a trans- 
from the conference to which he belongs and to unite 
th the conference in whose bounds he labors, or to re- 
mn to his own conference for work; provided, that presi- 
its and professors of schools and colleges, students in 
¢ institutions of learning, and others engaged in general 
irch work, shall be exempt from this requirement.

Section III.

Srecrion IV. 
CLASSIFICATION OF THE. MINISTRY. 
Classes.

as elders; third, as itinerants (active. superannuated, 
supernumerary ). 
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Licentiates. 


Licentiates are ministers who have received annual- 
erence license, but have not yet been ordained. 


Hlders. 


Elders are ministers who have been ordained in ac- 
ance with the provisions of Section V., of this chapter. 


Itinerants. 


Itinerants are annual-conference ministers who have 
regularly received imto the itinerancy. They may be 
‘e, superannuated, or supernumerary. 
) Active Itinerants are those who are engaged in the 
‘e ministry of the Church. 
‘) Superonnuated Itinerants are those who from age or 
ical infirmities are unable to pursue the regular work 
ie ministry. 
) Supernumerary Itinerants are those for whom the 
ence and the Church, for the time being, are not able 
irnish ministerial work, or who by their own request, 
therwise, have been given such relation. 


Class—How Determined. 


The annual conference shall determine to which of 
foregoing classes each minister shall belong. Should 
tinerant leave in an irregular way the work assigned 
he shall forfeit his standing as an itinerant and shall 
mder his credentials. 


Hvangelists. 

No preacher shall be recognized as an evangelist un- 
he is so authorized by the aanual conference to which 
‘longs or by the general Commission on Evangelism. He 
report his work annually to his conference.

Preachers’ Duties in General. 


1. The duties of preachers are, to preach Christ ert 
fied; to organize churches, and report the same to ant 
conferences; converse with the members on their spirit 
condition ; administer relief; strengthen and direct th 
who are afflicted or labor under temptations; animate 
indolent ; endeavor as much as possible to edify and instr 
all in faith, in the Christian virtues, and in the knowle 
of Jesus Christ; visit the sick; and strive to enforce | 
confirm the doctrines they preach by @& well-ordered | 
exemplary life. 


Directions to Preachers. 


2. Let preachers heed the following directions: 

(1) Be diligent. Never trifle away your time. Aly 
be discreet. Let your motto be, “HoLiINESS UNTO 
Lorp.” Avoid all vain conversation, conduct yourself» 
dently, and demean yourself in all respects as a@ true Cl 
tian. Be at all times averse fo crediting evil reports. 
lieve evil of no one without good evidence. Put the 
construction on everything. 

(2) Speak evil of no one. Whatever may be 
thoughts, keep them within your own breast until 
can tell the person concerned what you think wrong it 
conduct. 

(3) Let your business be to save as many soul 
possible. To this employment give yourself up wl 
Visit those who need it, and act in all things, not ac 
‘ing to your own will, but as sons in the gospel; fe 
such it becomes your duty to employ your time in 
manner prescribed, in preaching, and in visiting 
house to house, in instruction and prayer, and in m 
tion on the Word of God. With these things be oce 
until our Lord shall come. 


Authority to Solemnize Marriage. 

3. All ordained ministers are authorized to sole 
marriage. All annual-conference ministers, where thi 
of the State makes it the privilege of every regularly lic 
minister to solemnize marriage, are authorized to sole 
marriage; but none having quarterly-conference licens¢ 
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permitted to do so, other than those serving a regular 
Ze. 


Transferring Members. 

The pastor of a member moving from one charge to 
her is required immediately to send the transfer of 
member to the pastor of the charge of the United Breth- 
Church to which he has moved, unless the member moy- 
beforehand requests that his membership remain with 
home chureh. 


Preachers not to Trespass. 


No preacher shall arbitrarily organize a pastoral charge 
in the limits of a circuit or conference district, or 
| receive compensation for labor performed, without 
consent of the preacher in charge; nor shall any minis- 
preaching in a different language accept a call from 
regularly-organized class or congregation which does 
belong to his conference, without the consent of the 
ual conference to which the charge making the request 

belong. Any preacher violating the provisions of 
section shall be amenable to his quarterly or annual 
erence.

may determine. But should the accused, after being dt 
notified, refuse, or neglect, or fail to choose a committeem:

Annual-Oonference Preachers.

CHAPTER VII. 


ITINERANCY. 
Section I. 
ITINERANTS, 

~ How Constituted. 


. All members of the annual conference who offer them- 
es without reserve, after having labored two years under 
direction of the stationing committee or conference sup- 
itendent, and have been received by vote of two-thiirds 
the members of conference, shall be recognized as itin- 
nts. 


Withdrawing from the Itinerancy. 


. If any one who is thus received shall withdraw from 
ive work without giving satisfaction to the conference of 
ich he is a member, he shall not be entitled to any sup- 
t from the funds belonging to said conference. And, 
thermore, he shall not reénter the itinerancy without the 
sent of at least two-thirds of the conference. Yet super- 
nerary and superannuated relations shall be duly recog- 
sd as proper disciplinary relations, and may be secured 
any brother having just claims thereto, by a vote of the 
ference. 


Pastor’s Resignation. 

. Ifa pastor after duly entering upon the work assigned 
| should desire to leave the same for any reason, he shall 
rm the conference superintendent of his intentions, in 
ting, at least thirty days before his resignation is to 
e effect, and satisfy him that his full proportion of the 
evyolences have been secured in cash or good subscrip- 
is and that all other obligations to the charge have been 
isfactorily adjusted; and should said minister leave or 
lect his charge, except it be through sickness or other 
ivoidable circumstances, he shall be accountable to the 
t annual conference. 


Stationing Committee. 


. The bishop and conference superintendents of the past . 
| present years shall constitute a stationing committée, 
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whose duty it shall be to supply all the circuits, stations 
and missions, as far as practicable, from the list of itiz 
erants; provided, however, that where there is but one cor 
ference superintendent on the committee, the conference ma 
elect to the same one or more elders from the elders u¢ 
asking for work from said committee. 

5. The stationing committee shall have at least tw 
meetings before its work is completed. a 


Appeal from Stationing Committee's Report. 

6. If any of the preachers thus stationed, or any wl 
may not receive an appointment, are dissatisfied, they she 
have a right to appeal to the annual conference. If tw 
thirds grant the appeal, the decisions shall be final. In ca 
of an appeal from the decisioa of the stationing committe 
no preacher stationed by said committee shall be change 
without his consent, to accommodate the preacher maki 
such appeal. In no case shall preachers be permitted 
exchange charges, except in the manner provided for 
Chapter VI., Section VI., paragraph 12: 


Employment of Other Preachers. 

7. Should there not be enough itinerants to supply | 
the circuits, stations, and missions, the remaining chars 
shall be supplied by the stationing committee or conferez 
superintendents. 


Pastoral Charges. , 

8. A circuit or station shall not consist of any spec 
number of members or appointments; but when the anni 
conference judges it able to support a minister, it may 
so recognized. 

9. The pastor shall have full control of his pulpit, 2 
no board of trustees shall permit any one to preach ther 
without his consent.

He shall also report 
number of subscribers to our periodicals on his charge 
ach quarterly conference, and be examined by the con- 
nee superintendent and quarterly conference as to 
ther he performs his duty in circulating the periodicals 
he Church among the people.

Parsonage and Moving of Preacher.

shall not, however, be required to look after the finance 
the Church. 

3. A uniform costume may be worn to distinguish 
protect her. 

4. The deaconess work is a high and holy calling 
sacrificial service. Each local church must provide for 
necessary expense attending this work, and such salar 
may be mutually agreed upon, always, however, encoure 
those who enter upon this service to do so for the loy 
Christ and humanity. : 

5. No one shall be required to make a perpetual 
in this work, and any one may retire from this offic 
pleasure, after giving the pastor the proper notice. 

6. The deaconess shall be a member of the quar 
conference where she serves, and shall be responsible 

for her moral and official character. 

7. If the deaconess is deficient in any of the con 
school. studies, she must pass examination in these, | 
with the prescribed course of study. The conference s 
intendent and pastor shall conduct the examination in 
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annually, or a part of the course quarterly, as the can- 
te may desire. The faculty of Bonebrake Seminary 
prepare suitable questions on each book, as in the case 
anual-conference preachers.

Srecrion II. 
FROM TILE DECISION OF A QUARTERLY CONFERENCE, 


Any member of a quarterly conference dissatisfied 
the decision thereof, may appeal to the ensuing annual 
ference, within thirty days after the quarterly conferen 
by giving notice to the secretary, in writing, of his in 
tion to appeal, together with his reasons for so doing; 
it shall be the duty of the secretary to furnish a certi 
copy of the proceedings, the notification, and the reaso} 
assigned, to the annual conference. 














Seotion III. 
COURT OF APPEALS. : 

1. Any member of an annual conference, when dissa 
fied with the decision thereof, shall have a right to ap 
to a judicial court, which shall be constituted and govern 
as hereinafter stated. : . 

2. Each annual conference, at the first session eaby 
quent to the session of the General Conference, shall 7 
by ballot two members of the court, who shall hold offi 
for four consecutive years. 

8. In case of an appeal from an annual conference — 
form and manner hereinafter set forth, the presiding bi 
of said conference shall, at such time and place as he 
determine, call together seven of the members of the 
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t accessible to the conference from which the appeal is 
nm, who, thus called together, shall constitute an appellate 
‘t to hear and determine said appeal. 

This court shall organize by electing a chairman and 

e competent person as secretary. 
_ he secretary shall receive and hold all papers and 
rds pertaining to said appeal, subject to the order of 
chairman; keep a true record of all proceedings of said 
*t, and certify the decision thereof to the annual con- 
nce from which the appeal is taken, and also to the 
ellant. 

Five of these members shall be necessary to consti- 
. a quorum, and four must agree on a yerdict. The 
*t may affirm or reverse the finding and decision of the 
ual conference, or affirm in part and reverse in part; 
it shall not reverse the same, nor remand the case for 
ew trial on account of errors plainly not affecting the 
it. 

The -decision of this court shall in all cases be final, 
pt when the objections are taken ‘on the ground that 
proceedings were irregular’in the application of law, 
said objections are entered before the verdict of the 
*t is announced. In case of appeal from the court under 

clause, the appellant must give notice within thirty 
3 to the secretary of the court, who shall send a copy 
ll proceedings in said case to the General Conference. 

In’ case of an appeal from the decision of an anaual 
‘erence, the appellant must give written notice to the 
etary of said conference within thirty days after the 
yurnment thereof, setting forth both his intention to 
eal and the reasons for so doing. 

On receipt of a notice of appeal, the secretary of the 
‘erence shall immediately notify the presiding bishop, 
, on notice from said bishop, transmit a copy of the 
seedings of the conference in said case to said court of 
zal. 

). The necessary expenses incurred in the assembling 
aid court shall be paid by the appellant, if the appeal is 
sustained; if the appeal is sustained, the annual con- 
ace in which the appeal is made shall pay the expenses,

inal, except on evidence that one party is guilty of 
tery. 

On positive evidence of such guilt the innocent party

We deny the right of marriage to both parties who

CHAPTER XII. 


CHuRCH-HOUSES AND PARSONAGES. 
Electing Trustees. 


WHENEVER it is contemplated to purchase or build a 
rch-house or parsonage, it shall be the duty of any 
ober to make it known to the quarterly conference of 
circuit or station to which he belongs. The quarterly 
ference shall then elect a board of trustees of not less 
1 three persons, or as the law of the State may require; 
rided, however, that at least a majority of said board 
1 be members of the Church of the United Brethren in 
ist. The trustees shall hold their office during the pleas- 
of the quarterly conference. 


Vacancies. 


When yacancies occur in a board of trustees it shall 
the duty of the quarterly conference to elect suitable 
ons to fill such vacancies, and the secretary of the board 
rustees shall see that the records of the county wherein 
| board may reside shall correspond with the facts in the 
according as the law of the State may require, after 
| vacancies have been filled. 


Duties of Trustees. 


The trustees shall meet annually, and shall organize, 
new, or reorganize if an old board, by electing from their 
ber the following officers; namely, a president, secretary, 
treasurer. Special meetings may be called by the presi- 
or by a majority of the members of the board. 

The secretary shall keep a correct record of all busi- 
transactions of the board in a book provided for that 
lose, which shall at all times be open for the inspection 
ae official board and the quarterly conference, as well 
' the board of trustees.

5. The treasurer shall receive all funds of the board 
church-house, cemetery, or parsonage purposes, and 
out the same under the direction of the board, on regular 
drawn orders signed by the president and secretary, 
report the financial condition at their several meetings, 
to the quarterly conference at least once each year. 

6. No board of trustees shall begin the building of 
church-house or parsonage witheut first submitting t 
plans and estimates of lot, or lots, and building to t 
official board or quarterly conference for consideration, ¢ 
proval and direction. Nor shall they proceed to buy 
build without first procuring an incorporation of their bog 
such as the State requires, and approved by the board 
annual. conference trustees, nor without securing and 
cording a legal deed to themselves and their successors 
office in trust for the Church of the United Brethren 
‘Christ, for the real estate which they purchase, nor wl 
they have the necessary means either in hand or sufficien 
assured, thus securing harmony of action, and ayotding 
encumbering of houses of worship and parsonages with | 
barrassing debts. 

7. It shall be the duty of the board of trustees to t 
charge of all the church property, employ janitors, | 
nish light and fuel, keep the property insured, and 1 
carefully after other wants from time to time. 

8. For the raising of funds for extraordinary expen 
such as building churches, or making extensive repairs, 
paying large debts, the trustees may devise such meast 
as may be deemed best, and’ report the same to the offi 
board or quarterly conference for approval and co-cperat 


Sale and Rent of Church-Houses and Parsonages. 
2. ebhe quarterly conference may authorize the boar 
trustees to lease, rent, or Sell church or parsonage Pp 
erty within its jurisdiction ; provided, however, that 
proceeds shall be used in purchasing, repairing, or buil 
new church or parsonage property within its bounds, ex 
the interest or rents accruing from parsonage props 
which may be applied to pay reat on the house ¢ 
pied by the pastor. Provided further, that:no church-h 
shall be sold that would result in the discontinuatio! 
disorganization of a class, without the consent of the 
nual conference within the bounds of which said proj 
is located. An exchange of church property for the pul 
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federation with a church of another denomination in the 
munity may be effected, when so desired, upon approval 
the annual conference. 


Conditions of Mortgages and Liens. 
0. No board of trustees shall have power to mortgage 
to place a lien of any kind on real estate of the United 
sthren in Christ, except for the purchase of such real 
ate, or the erection of necessary buildings, or for repair- 
, or otherwise improving the same. 


Unused Church-Houses. 


1. When a house of worship outside of the jurisdiction 
any quarterly conference ceases to be used by our own 
ple for preaching or other religious purposes, It shall be 
duty of the conference superintendent of the district in 
ich such house is located to report to the annual confer- 
e, whith body shall authorize the board of conference 
stees to rent, lease, or sell such house of worship, as they 
y deem advisable, and report their proceedings to the an- 
il conference, and that body shall have power to use 
proceeds to pay debts on other houses of worship, build 
7 houses of worship, or turn the money into the funds of 

conference church extension society, or conference 
reh erection society, as may seem proper, at its own dis- 
tion; provided, that in no case shall a church-house and 
premises be sold without the consent of the annual con- 
ance within whose bounds it is located. A conference in 
ich there is no board of conference trustees shall have 
ver to elect such a board. 


Abandoned Parsonages. 


2. Should any parsonage be permanently abandoned as 
h, the superintendent of the district in which such parson- 
is located shall report the-same to the annual conference, 
ich body shall authorize the board of conference trustees 
rent, lease, or sell such parsonage and report their pro- 
dings to the next annual conference, which body shall 
ve power to use the money to pay debts on other parsou~ 
s or in building new ones within its borders, or to turn 

money into the conference church extension society, 
conference church erection society. Where there is no 
rd of conference trustees the conference shall have power 
elect such a board. ’ 
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Transfer of Churches. 

13. When a lot is deeded to an English United B 
ren church, or to a German United Brethren church, 
one or the other ceases to exist in an organized form, 
deaths, removals, expulsions, or otherwise, or when 
majority of the members of said church shall decide 
change either from the German to the English, or 0 
versa. then the church remaining shall have full right 
make such improvements or repairs on said lot as 
be desirable for the purposes of worship, and shall be 
titled to peaceful possession. 


Division of Interest. ; 
14. In cases where fields of labor having parsonages up 
them are divided, the disposition of said parsonages sh 
be submitted to a board of arbitration, consisting of th 
members of the Church, one to be chosen by each quarte 
conference and the third by these two, to whom the wh 
matter shall be referred, their decision of the case be 
final. In cases where more than two quarterly conferen 
are interested, the same plan shall be pursued. In case t 
plan fails the quarterly conferences shall instruct the c 
ference superintendent to appoint a committee of three 1 
sons, all members of our Church but none of them reside 
or members of either of the fields affected, and their decis 
shall be final; provided, however, that such action shall 
taken within two years of such division. 


Real Estate. 
15. Other real estate held for church or parsonage ] 
poses shall be subject to the same regulations as house: 
worship and parsonages. 


Conference or District Property. 

16. Where there is no provision by the laws of 
State for the incorporation of religious organizations, 
there is property that belongs to a district or confere 
such as parsonages for the use of bishops or confer 
superintendents, said conference or the conferences of 
district may elect a board of trustees, who shall be mem 
of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, resi 
within the district or conference, who shall have the rigt 
receive deeds for such property and power to lease, ren’ 
sell the same.

All bills shall be paid by 
church treasurer on orders signed by the superintendent 
secretary of the Sunday school.

Article III.—Organization. 


Immediately upon adjournment of the General Conference 
a meeting of the board shall be called by the secretary, at 
an organization effected for the quadrennium by electing 
president, vice-president, and an executive committee.

by the directors of the Home Missionary Society and ty 
by the trustees of the Women’s Missionary Associatio 
The general secretary of the society shall be a member | 
officio. 


Article IV.—Duties of Officers.

Article V.—Duties of the Board of Control. 

This board shall hold annual meetings, appoint an execu- 
re committee, make by-laws for the better regulation of its 
ork, appropriate funds for current expenses, employ mis- 
maries, open new missions in conjunction with the bishop 
the district, appoint superintendents for mission districts, 
ithorize or discontinue appropriations, fill vacancies in its 
yn body and in connection with one or more of the bishops, 
dain missionaries in its employ to the office of elder, pro- 
ded such missionaries have taken the course of study re- 
lived by Discipline, or its equivalent. It shall also have 
wer in conjunction with the bishop of the district, to 
yminate persons for conference superintendents in con- 
rences where said superintendents are supported in part 
‘ the board. 


Article VI.—Branch Societies.

Article VII.—Funds.

In plae 
where a monthly missionary day seems impracticable eat 
school will be required to observe a missionary day on 
a quarter. The first and third quarters shall be devoted 
the study of foreign missions, the second and fourth qua 
‘ters shall be devoted to the study of home missions, f!

8. The month of November shall be observed by all 01 
congregations as a time of prayer and thanksgiving f 
missions, and pastors shall preach on the subject and tu 
the attention of the people toward the extension of ft 
Master’s kingdom in the home field. 

4. Special efforts shall be made by the general seere 
pastors, and conference superintendents to secure willis, 
quests, and deeded properties for the purpose of building 
a permanent fund, the interest only to be used for ho 
missions. 










Article VIII.—Local Organization. 

A missionary committee may be organized in any 
church to interest and enlist the entire membership of 
local church in the work of both home and foreign missi 
and devise such methods and measures as shal] dere } 
chureh into a strong missionary agency. 


Article IX.—Mission Districts. 
1. A mission district may be organized by the. ] 
Missionary Society outside of the bounds of a mission | 
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rence or annual conference and the administration of such 
stricts shall be under the control and direction of the Home 
issionary Society, in conjunction with the bishop of the 
strict. 
2 Whenever a mission district has eight or more pastoral 
arges, it may be made a mission conference by the con- 
nt of the Home Mission board, and, as such, it will have 
eular annual sessions of ministers and lay delegates, pre- 
led over by the bishop of the district. At these annual 
setings, the regular business of the annual conference shall 
transacted, except that the conference superintendent 
all be chosen as provided by Chapter XVII., Article V., 
the Discipline. ‘The mission conference shall have repre- 
ntation in the General Conference on the same basis as 
nual conferences. 
8 Whenever the Home Mission board, and the mission 
nference and the bishop shall concur in that a mission 
nference has reached the state of development and growth 
here it will be able to support an efficient superintendency

CHAPTER XXI.

Article I.—Name. 

This society shall be known as the Church Hrection § 
ciety of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, wil 
headquarters in Dayton, Ohio, its corporate name being tl 
Church Erection Society of the United Brethren in Christ. 


Article II.—Membership. 

All members of the United Brethren Church shall | 
members of this society; further, any person paying $1,0( 
at one time, or in four annual payments of $250 each, she 
be an advisory life director. The secretary shall prepa 
and furnish to such advisory life directors a certificate | 
evidence of such directorship, signed by the president at 
secretary. ; 

Article III.—Object.. 

The object of this society shall be to procure desirat 
lots in strategic centers for locations for churches and pa 
sonages, and to assist congregations in locating and erectii 
houses of worship and parsonages. 









Article IV.—Officers. 

The officers of this society shall consist of nine trus' 
at least four of whom shall be laymen, who shall be el 
by the General Conference. The board of bishops 
select one of the bishops, who by such selection shall be 
of the nine trustees aforesaid. 

The general Church Erection secretary shall be the ‘ 
cutive officer of this society, and its funds shall be han 
by the general Church treasurer. 

The trustees of this society shall meet immediately 
adjournment of the General Conference upon the call of 
general secretary, and organize by electing a president | 
a vice-president and secretary of the board. 
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Article V.—Meetings. 

The annual meeting of the board of trustees shall be 
held at such time and place as the board itself may decide. 
Other meetings may be held at such time and place as may 
be designated by the president and general secretary. Five 
of the members shall constitute a quorum, 


Article VI.—Duties of Officers. 

1. he president shall preside at all meetings of the 
board, and perform all duties usual to the office. In the 
absence of the president, the vice-president shall preside. 

2. The general secretary shall keep a record of the 
proceedings of the board, conduct its correspondence, and 
devote himself to the work of securing funds and otherwise 
attending to the interests of the society as the board may 
direct. He shall submit an annual report to the board of 
trustees and a quadrennial report to the General Conference. 
The salary of such secretary shall be fixed by the General 
Conference. 

3. The treasurer shall hold the funds of the society 
subject to the order of the board. 

4. The board of trustees shall hold annual meetings, 
appoint an executive committee of not less than five, 
make by-laws to regulate its business, loan money to 
churches, appropriate money to defray incidental expenses, 
and publish such matter from time to time as the cause 
may require. It shall be the duty of the board of trustees, 
in case of vacancy in the office of secretary, from death, 
resignation, or otherwise, to appoint his successor as soon 
as practicable, who shall serve till the following General 
Conference. 


Article VII—Branch Societies. 


1. Each annual conference of the Church is hereby con- 
stituted a branch of the general society and shall elect a 
board of trustees of not less than five of its members. 
This board shall organize by electing a president, secretary, 
and treasurer. It shall also adopt rules of regulation for 
its government in harmony with the rules and government 
of the general board. The branch secretary and treasurer 
shall submit annual reports to their conference boards and 
to the secretary of the general board by April first of each 
year.

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2. The board of trustees, in conjunction with the con- 
ference superintendent, may take charge of the property of 
the church which becomes vacant and control the same so 
as to subserve the best interests of the conference. 


Article VIII.—Receipts of Treasurer. 
The general Church treasurer shall receipt for all money 
sent him by the various conference treasurers. 


Article IX.—Application for Loans. 


1. When a loan from Church Erection is desired, the 
quarterly conference or official board so desiring it shall be 
called together for the purpose of voting whether or not 
application shall be made. If the vote be favorable, the 
application shall be sent to the conference board of trustees 
for its approval, and upon such approval the conference 
board of trustees shall make application to the general sec- 
retary of the general Church Hrection Society. 

2. Where there is no local church, the conference branch 
society shall act in lieu thereof. 


Article X.—Granting of Loans. 


1. The board shall make no appropriations where there 
is reasonable prospect that the church asking aid can suc- 
ceed without it, or where there is no prospect of gathering 
a good church membership. 

2. Funds shall not be loaned to any church until the 
church property is secured by deed as provided for in 
the Discipline; nor shall loans be made to churches until 
their trustees have forwarded an abstract of the title of 
their property, certificate of release of all mechanics’ liens 


— 


and other incumbrances, and their notes, secured by the first - 


mortgage on the premises properly recorded in the records 


of the courts, for the inspection of the board of managers, or 


executive committee. 


3. A record of all loans placed by the general board on. 


churches and parsonages shall be kept by the secretary of 
the branch society in conferences where such churches and 
parsonages are located. ' 

4. The branch society shall assist the general board in 
promptly securing the return of all loans as they become 
due on churches and parsonages within its jurisdiction ; and 
the secretary of each conference branch society shall report 


. 
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the outstanding Church Erection loans within his territory 
at each session of the annual conference. 


Article XI—Duty of the Ministry. 

1. Each pastor shall present the interests of church 
erection to his people during the year, and distribute such 
literature as may be furnished by the secretary and hoard 
of managers. 

2. The conference superintendent shall direct attention 
to the interests of the society at quarterly meetings, and 
shall advise with the pastors as to the best methods of se- 
curing the advancement of the church erection cause. They 
shall also interest themselves in securing special gifts and 
bequests from those who may be able to give. 


Article XII.—Insurance. 

The trustees of any church or parsonage which re- 
veives a loan from the Church Erection Society shall be 
cequired to secure said property from loss by fire in some 
reliable insurance company in favor of said Church Erection 
Society. 


Article XIITIT.—Parsonage Fund. 


The board of trustees may set aside a per cent. of the 
church erection funds for the erection of parsonages. 


Article XIV.— Administration of Funds. 

1. All moneys collected for the various funds of church 
erection shall be paid to the treasurer of the branch society 
who shall promptly remit the same to the general Church 
treasurer. 


2. All special donations and bequests shall go direct to 
the treasurer of the general board. 


Article XV.—Lot Fund. 


1. Such amounts from the general funds of the society as 
shall from time to time be determined upon by the board of 
trustees, together with all funds contributed specially for 
such purpose, shall constitute a lot fund. 

2. This fund shall be used for purchasing desirable lots 
in strategic towns and cities of the various conferences 
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where we have no churches. Said lots may be gifts to the 
local churches that may be organized in such places, but the 
deeds of conveyance shall contain a clause providing: that if 
the same is not used for church purposes, or becomes aban- 
doned by the local church, said lots thereupon shall revert to 
the general Church Erection Society. 


CHAPTER XXII.

8. The trustees may make any by-laws which may seen 
to them expedient for the regulation of the minor concern 
of the Printing Establishment, provided they are not incon 
sistent with any General Conference rule. : 

9. The editors, publishing agent, and trustees are author 
ized to make such changes and improvements in our litera 
ture during the quadrennium ag may be necessary, and als 
to adjust any discrepancies between the periodicals in siz 
and price.

Duties of Publishing Agent. 7 
10. It shall be the duty of the agent to supervise and 
manage the business of the Printing Establishment, un- 
der the direction of the board of trustees; to regulate t 
publications and all other affairs of the house, except th 
which pertains: to the editorial departments, in such m 
ner as the interests of the Church may require.

destruction of property. Such inventory shall also con- 
in a full and detailed statement of all liabilities, profits, 
id losses.

Article III.—College Extension Courses. a 


In view of the fact that many of our ministers 
‘laymen who find it impossible te go away to school, wou 
be glad to pursue a course of study, and in view of 
university and college movement now organized in most § 
the schools of higher education in our land, we recomment 

1. That all our colleges offer such non-resident cours 
of study as they may be able to teach, for the aid and 
couragement of the above-named class of students.

Article IV.—Business Manager.

In the name of the Boneb 
Theological Seminary, and under its corporate seal, the b 
ness manager shall execute all deeds of transfer and 0 
legal documents which may be authorized by the board | 
directors or its executive committee. He shall report 
the board of directors annually, and to the General Con 
ference quadrennially, an account of all receipts and expe 

tures, together with any recommendations pertaining to € 
business interests of the institution. 


Article V.—President’s Report. 

The president of the seminary shall make a quadrennis 
report concerning the standing and efficiency of the institt 
tion, its scholarships and library, together with any recon 
mendations pertaining to the scholastic work of the institu 
tion. 


Article VI—The Custodian of Funds.

The general Church treasurer shall receive and disburs 
on order the funds of the seminary. 


Aticle VII—Endowment and other Funds. 

All moneys or values of any kind given to the sem 
nary as an endowment shall be held sacred as a permaner 
fund and securely invested, the interest only to be used 1 
the maintenance of the seminary. All other funds shall t 
used as the interests of the seminary may require or as th 
donors may direct. 







Article VIII—Annual Income. 


The annual apportionment and division of funds shall t 
by the Board of Administration, as outlined in the plan 
finances of the Church (Chapter XV.). : 


Article IX.—Obligation of Faculty. 


Hach professor chosen to a chair in the seminary shi 
upon the day of his inauguration, publicly subscribe to tt 
following declaration of faith and obligation:

CHAPTER XXXI. 


FORMULAS. 
SEcTIon I. 
RECEPTION OF MEMBERS. 

When at any meeting there are persons who desire to unite 
with the Church, the officiating minister shall call the 
applicants torward and address them as follows: 

DEAR FRIENDS: Inasmuch as you present yourselves fo) 
admission into the Church of the United- Brethren in Christ 
we rejoice with you that through the grace of God you have 
been brought to a knowledge of the truth and have beer 
made partakers of his great salvation. The privileges you 
seek are above price, and the duties enjoined are solemn. 
It is proper that you publicly confess your faith and avow 
your purpose by answering the following questions: 
Questions to applicants: 

(1) Do you believe the Bible to be the Word of God, and 
that therein only is contained the knowledge of the way ot! 
salvation? If so, answer, “I do.” 

(2) Do you believe that Jesus Christ is the Sou. of God 
and do you accept him as your personal Savior? If so, an- 


swer, “I do.” 

(83) Are you determined by the grace of God to follow 
Christ, renouncing the world and all ungodliness, seeking to 
lead a life of holiness and devotion to God and his cause? 
If so, answer, “I am.” 

(4) Are you willing to be governed by our Church Dis- 
cipline? If so, answer, “I am.” 

(5) Will you contribute to the support of the gospel 
as God prospers you? If so, answer, “I will.” 

(6) Have you been baptized? 

{If the answer to this question be in the negative, then 
the applicant shall be instructed to attend to the duty as 
‘soon as practicable. ] 

If the persons answer the above questions in the affirma- 
tive, and no lawful objections be made by any member, then 
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the preacher shall give his right hand to such persons a 
members of our Church. Then the members of the Ghurch— 
will stand, and the minister will repeat the following coye- 
nant: 

“Do you, the members of the Church of the United Breth- 
ren in Christ, enter into a covenant with this applicant [or 
these applicants] for membership, and promise to watch 
over, instruct, counsel, and cherish him [or her or them] 
with all long-suffering, gentleness, and love?” _ 

The members will then answer, “By the grace of God we 
will.” The hand of fellowship may be extended by the mem- 


bers. The preacher shall then register the names of the 
accepted members in the Church record. 


SecTIon IT. 
BAPTISM OF ADULTS. 

Our Lord commanded his apostles, saying, “Go ye there- 
fore and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit” (Matt. 
28:19). On the day of Pentecost, the multitude, under 
the preaching of the word, “were pricked in the heart, and 
said unto Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men and 
brethren, what shall we do? Then Peter said unto them, 
Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the name of 
Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Spirit” (Acts 2:37, 38). 

“Then they that gladly received his word were baptized: 
and the same day there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls” (Acts 2:41). 

Philip, the evangelist, went down to the city of Samaria, 
and preached Christ to the people. And “when they believed 
Philip preaching the things concerning the kingdom of God, 
and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both men 
and women” (Acts 8:12). 

Dearly beloved, it has pleased God, in his infinite mercy, 
to awaken you to a sense of your guilt and danger, and to 
lead you, as we humbly trust, to repentance and faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ. By presenting yourself for this holy | 
sacrament, you declare your purpose to.lead a new life, and 
to seek an inheritance with the righteous in the “house ney 
made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” 

Do you now solemnly consecrate yourself to Christ 
his service; and will you endeavor henceforth to keep God’ 
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holy commandments and to walk in the same all the days 

of your life? If so, answer, “I will endeavor so to do, the 

Lord being my helper.” 

The minister shall then baptize the candidate, the service to 
be concluded with a short prayer and benediction. 


Section III. 
“BAPTISM OF OHILDREN. 

“And they brought young children to him, that he should 
toch them: and his disciples rebuked those that brought 
them. But when Jesus saw it, he was much displeased 
and said unto them, Suffer the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you, whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of God as a little child, he shall not enter 
therein. And he took them up in his arms, put his hands 
upon them, and blessed them” (Mark 10: 13-16). 

In presenting this child for baptism, you not only signify 
your faith in the Christian religion, of which baptism is 
an ordinance, but also your desire that he [or she] may 
early know and follow the will of God, may live and die 
a Christian, and attain unto everlasting life. 

In order to do this, it will be your duty, as parents [or 
guardians] to teach him [or her] early the fear of the 
Lord; to watch over his [or’ her] education, that he [or 
she] be not led astray; to direct his [or her] youthful mind 
to the Holy Scriptures, and his [or her] feet to the sanctu- . 
ary; to restrain him [or her] from evil associates and 
habits; and, as much as in you lies, to bring him [or her] 
up in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. 

Will you endeavor so to do, by the help of God? If so, 
answer, “I will.” 

The minister shall then baptize the child, repeating the full 
name of the same, saying: 

I baptize thee in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 

All to be followed by a short prayer by the minister. 


Section IV. 
HOLY COMMUNION. 


“He is despised and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief: and we hid as it were our faces

Are you assured that you are inwardly moved by the 
toly Ghost to take upon you the office of the ministry to 
erve God in the church of Christ to the honor and glory of 
lis holy name? If so, answer, “I am, as I truly believe.” 

Do you believe the Holy Scriptures, Old and New Tes- 
aments?

Will you have this man to be your wedded husband, to 
live with him after God’s ordinance; will you love, honor, 
comfort, and cherish him, in health and i in sickness, in pros- 
perity and adversity, and forsaking all others, keep your- 
self unto him only, so long as you both shall live? If so, 
answer, “I will.” 
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The minister shall then join their right hands, and placing 
his right hand upon theirs, shall say:

Inasmuch as you have consented together in mar- 
riage, and have declared the same before God and in the 
presence of these witnesses, I pronounce you husband and 
wife, in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Spirit.

Special Legislation, 1917-1921 


. THe Four-YEAR PROGRAM. 


It is evident that no church or denomination can achieve 
its best success unless it presents to its constituency a posi- 
tive and comprehensive program that includes related tasks 
and united effort. The need of the hour for our denomina- 
tion is a sane, well-defined, aggressive, and constructive pro- 
gram of advance, that will call out our large resources and 
challenge the united efforts of our boards, institutions, an- 
nual conferences, and local churches for the advancement of 
the kingdom of God. 

The key words for such a program are a devotional atmos- 
phere, an evangelistic passion, an educational ideal, a mis- 
sionary spirit, efficient leadership, the stewardship of life 
and wealth, and co-operative effort under the leadership of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Recognizing the abundant resources of God and the needs 
of the world in this decisive hour, we propose a four-year 
program of earnest endeavor to attain our reasonable ideals 
for an efficient Church. 


The Aim. 


The aim of this four-year program is to meet the chal- 
lenging opportunities before our denomination at home and 
abroad, as we pass the one-hundredth anniversary of our 
first General Conference and begin a new century of organ- 
ized Church life. 

This is to be realized through the vitalization of our 
ehurch membership, and by leading our forces into such a 
courageous adyance in evangelism, education, missions, and 
individual activities as shall arrest attention and secure the 
largest growth and efficiency of every department of our 
local churches, and so strengthen our departmental work and 
institutions as to greatly intensify our united influence upon 
America and the world. 


Goals. 


1. The-entire membership of every local church spiri- 
tually quickened, organized, and enlisted in various forms of 
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service; through prayer and personal effort winning 150,000 
to Christ and adding 100,000 to the Church at home and 
abroad, and increasing by twenty-five per cent. the enroll- 
ment of our Sunday schools and Christian Endeavor societies, 

2. Our institutions of learning, at home and abroad, en- 
riched and strengthened as ae agencies for Christianl 
service through an increase of 2,000 students, 500 additional 
trained ministers, missionaries, and educational leaders, and 
$2,000,000 in new funds for better equipment, endowment, 
scholarships, and aid to men and women entering upon the 
ministry or missionary work. 

3. For missions, home and foreign, and church erste 
Board of Education, and seminary, Sunday schools, Christian 
Endeavor, eonforente extension, orphanages and homes, and 
other benevolences beyond the bounds of the local church, 
the sum of $750,000 for the first year, $800,000 for the second 
year, $900,000 forthe third year, and $1,000,000 for the 
fourth year, in cash or its equivalent. 


Methods and Agencies. 


1. Personal devotional study of the Word of God for the 
deepening of the spiritual life; evangelism, personal or pas- 
toral, lay or vocational; every soul won set to work imme- 
diately in winning others. 

2. The strongest emphasis on the call of God for life 
service in ministerial and me SLOn Ey work, and the proper 
training of recruits. 

3. A well-directed annual campaign of information and¢ 
inspiration on stewardship, missions, and education, to be 
followed by a thorough every-member canvass. 

4. A campaign of education in our colleges and seminary 
as well as in all our church communities to give each mem- 
ber of the Church a vision of our needs and unswerving pur-— 
pose to accomplish the work before us as a denomination. __ 

5. The Board of Administration shall have charge of the 
general direction of this four-year program. The existing 
agencies, including the church departments, shall co-operate 
with the board in enlisting the whole Church in the whole 
program. 

6. In the annual conferences, the administration of 
four-year program to be under the direction of the bisho 
the conference superintendent, and the council of administra- 
tion, 
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7. Each local church to create, under direction of the 
pastor, a four-year program committee which shall seek to 
realize its share of the goals under plans best suited to its 
local conditions. 

8. WHach board and institution of the Church shall be re- 
sponsible for the accomplishment of its part of the program, 
and the head of each department shall co-operate sympa- 
thetically with the other departments and with the Board of 
Administration in the realization of all the goals. 

9. Our publication department being a necessary factor 
-n the early and proper accomplishment of our possibilities 
as set forth in this program, the publisher and editors are 
instructed to render all assistance possible through practical 
and sympathetic co-operation. 

10. The Board of Administration shall have power to ap- 
point, if necessary, a secretary to devote his time to the 
leadership of this program through this quadrennium. The 
expense of this secretary shall be a charge against the funds 
secured during the campaign. 


Aid for Aged Ministers. 


In view of the urgent. and imperative claims of our aged 
ministers and missionaries, a great pension fund campaign 
shall be conducted under the direction of the Board of Ad- . 
ministration. 


RESOLUTIONS ON CHuuRCH UNION. 


Whereas, Very grave obstacles stand in the way of a 
speedy consummation of church union between the United 
Brethren and Methodist Protestant churches, because of the 
unfavorable attitude of a large portion of both denomina- 
tions toward the proposition, and 

Whereas, It is clear that no step should be taken by 
us that would cause friction and alienation among our 
own dear people, and 

Whereas, We heed especially at this time to conserve 
the Church’s energies in carrying fotward the four-year 
program planned by this General Conference ; 

Therefore, be it resolved, As the sense of this body, 
that further agitation of the question of Organic union 
cease for the present. If, in the future, Providence should 
clearly open the way, for organic union with any of the 
denominations similar to ours in faith and polity, we hold 
ourselves ready for any action that may be deemed proper 
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to bring about such union. We are also ready and anxious, 
as we always have been, to fraternize with other Christian 
bodies, and co-operate with them in the larger work of the 
minedans : 
We further direct that a commission be appointed on 
federation and church union, consisting of fifteen members, 
including the bishops, to which shall be referred all matters 
relating to church union, federation, and co-operation, 


RESOLUTION oF LAYMEN. 

Resolved, That we as laymen, delegates to the General 
Conference of 1917, express our belief that there should be 
closer co-operation among the denominations of evangelical 
Protestantism, and that a practical plan of federation should 
be accomplished; that this should include not only the work 
of the Federal Council of Churches, but also still more 
active connection and co-operation with those denominations 
closely allied to our own in doctrine and polity. 

We request the bishops and commission on church union 
to seek to carry out the spirit of the proposed union with the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and as far as is possible, to 
secure co-operation and harmonious work of the ecommunions.

A standing committee consisting of five members, two of 
whom shall be the editor of the Sunday-school-literature and 
the general Sunday-school secretary, shall be appointed by 
the executive committee of the department of Sunday School 
and Brotherhood work.
